'Wbero the J)olt that is destined, per> 
baps, to over whelm nations by its shock 
wUletrikejOttQ only booonjootured now. 
So numerous are the oomplioatiOBB of 
JSaropoanpolitica thatpowors wo least 
suspect of baring claBhing interests or 
bostilo iDtcntions may bo found to-< 
morrow grasping each other's throats 
with the fury of giiinls ongogod in i\ 
dsath-Btrugglo. Tho into London Con- 
ference was regarded us tho paiuicca 
— -tbo curo-all — of tho difloroiicos bo^ 
twoon Franco and Prussiia. Tho 
Duchy of Luxemburg was doohii'od by 
tbo Conlerciico to bo noutra! torritorj- 
and France repudiated ils offer to pur- 
chase tho covolod pioco of real cslalo, 
Whilo Prussia wilhdrtiw Lor garrinon 
from tho I'ortreBsos of tbo Duehy, 
and England guari\nt,ocd its in- 
togrity — boutjht a peace— and bought 
it at tho fearful price of an ob- 
ligation to take part in tho next 
■war bobwoen Germany and France — 
a price undtlinod aa to extent, object 
orallianoea. Tho witdom of buying a 
peace at so oolossal a Ogure when tho 
territory in dispute is really of not 
the smallest importance to Groat 
Britain is qaoationable— especially 
when wo find that in place of d saroit 
iog, France and Prussia aro incroaaing 
thoir arnaatuentB as rapidly as though 
there bad uovor been a Cooferoooe. 
Certainly, ibero was a show at reduc- 
tion hot it was only a Bubtcrtugo, 
after ali*.'''Tho ro/Juotiou of tho Fron cb 
arnay consequent upon tho ii'.vurablo 
issue of tho (Jonfurcnco dojs not 
amount to n.oro than 1S,000 mon, and 
tho incroaso in tho preceding mon lb 
was oslinoatod at litilo lo-s than isO,- 
OOO. Wo also loam that -10,000 horscB 
have been lately bought by tbo Froneli 
GovorniDOuc, and o.OOO uioro ordered 
in Hungary, oven after the close ol tho 
Conlcrcnco.
